WASHINGTON (AP) - A ci- 


vilian and two Air Force colo- 
nels who have walked in space 
will fly the Apollo 11 mission, 
the first scheduled attempt by 
the United States to land men 
on the moon. 


The civilian astronaut, Neil A. 


Armstrong, will command the 
spacecraft, tentatively set for 
launching in July, the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration said Thursday, in an- 
nouncing the selection of the 
crew. 


Armstrong and Col. Edwin E. 


Aldrin Jr. are to descend to the 
moon in a lunar module from 
the main spacecraft. The main 
spacecraft will remain in lunar 
orbit, piloted by Lt. Col. Mi- 
chael Collins.

nard Lovell of Britain doubted 
the report of any landing on the 
surface if the atmospheric tem- 
perature was as high as report- 
ed. They said such heat would 
burn up both electronic and 
landing devices of Venus 4. 


In any case, the Venus 4 was 


a pioneer in interplanetary con- 
tact. It sent back much data on 
the planet which was largely 
confirmed by the U. S. Mariner 
4 when it passed by Venus at 
about the same time. 


The two new craft are expect- 


ed to make the 155 million-mile 
trip by mid-May.

Hero Doesn't Live Up to Name 


ST. LOUIS (AP) - If 


Raymond Sansoucie had been 
true to his name, he wouldn't 
have taken up that chase last 
New Year's Eve. 


Sansoucie is French 
for 


"without care." Raymond 
Sansoucie cared, pursued a 
youthful purse snatcher and 
was shot to death — over $6 
the thief had taken from a 61- 
year-old widow. 


Sansoucie, a father of four 


whose widow is expecting a 
fifth child, died in his wife's 
arms. Now his act of heroism 
has triggered a campaign by 
the St. Louis Grand Jury 
Association to raise funds for 
his family. 


Within seven days, the fund 


billowed to nearly fM,MO. And 
there were the letters. Many 
correspondents wondered if 
Sansoucie's Mood should be on 
the American conscience. 


"It is a sign of the times 


that the good people suffer 
while the hoodlum element 
runs at large," said a letter 
with checks of $50 and $10 
enclosed. "In some way we 
have to turn the tables and 
add strength to the cause of 
law and order." 


"Mr. Sansoucie was a hero. 


He saw a crime in progress 
and tried to do something 
about it, a rarity today," 
wrote another. 


Sansoucie had been driving 


with his wife and three of 
their children when he saw 
the purse snatcher grapple 
with Mrs. Madge Robinson.

South Vietnamese losses last 
year at 17,486 killed. The U. S. 
Command has not released offi- 
cial figures for the year, but 
American battle deaths through 
Dec. 28 were 14,521.

losses suffered by the enemy, 
the government in a year-end re- 
view estimated

I have 
never disgraced anybody — 
with a golf club or with a 
salad fork." 


It is a feeling of this 22- 


handicapper that the Masters 
ought to send a car for 
Charlie and, considering he's 
the only guy in the field who 
couldn't get started on his golf 
career 'til he was 33 years 
old or his tournament career 
'til he was almost 40 because 
it took democracy so long to 
catch on in this 
country, 


maybe they ought to give 
him two a side. If they do, I'll 
guarantee you Charlie will be 
voting on the invitee next 
year.

Corn plant population has 


increased steadily since 1965 in 
Wisconsin according to objective 
yield survey counts conducted 
by the Wisconsin Statistical 
Reporting Service. The 1968

Hero Doesn't Live Up to Name 


ST. LOUIS (AP) - If 


Raymond Sancoucie had been 
true to his name, he wouldn't 
have taken up that chase last 
New Year's Eve. 


Sansoucie 
is French for 


"without care." Raymond 
Sansoucie cared, pursued a 
youthful purse snatcher and 
was shot to death — over $6 
the thief had taken from a 61- 
year-old widow. 


Sansoucie. a father of four 


whose widow is expecting a 
fifth child, died in his wife's 
arms. Now his act of heroism 
has triggered a campaign by 
the St. Louis Grand Jury 
Association to raise funds for 
his family. 


Within seven days, the fund 


billowed to nearly $50,000. And 
there were the letters. Many 
correspondents wondered if 
Sansoucie's Mood should be on 
the American conscience. 


"It is a sign of the times

A campus plan, involving six 


separate buildings connected by 
corridors, was adopted by the 
Vocational, Technical and Adult 
Education District 12 (VTE-12) 
board at a special 
meeting 


Thursday. 


The action came from Lau- 


rent Schutte, of the architectur- 
al firm of Schutte and Mochon, 
Inc., Milwaukee, made 
four 


presentations of the proposed 
$5.7 million facility. 


Southeast Comer 


The four sketches, all with the 


same basic layout, including 
parking lots on two sides for 
about 2,000 cars. The architect 
was instructed to go ahead with 
further plans to be presented to 
the board as soon as possible. 
He also was asked to consider 
the inclusion of a basement and 
perhaps a second floor to the 
resource center, which is the 


hub of the complex. 


Tentatively, and according to 


the architect's recommendation, 
the complex would be located in 
the southeast section of the lot, 
which is embraced by U.S. 41, 
Bluemound Road and County 
Trunk 00. This location was 
recommended by the architect 
because it is about two feet 
higher than the rest of the 
relatively-level land. 


Academic Area 


The six proposed buildings in 


the complex include a trades 
and industry area, science, aca- 
demic-health - administration, 
business and student services 
buildings, all revolving around 
the central resource center. 


Although the interior layout 


has not tvwi been comMond by 
the board, statistics on space 
aUocatkm have been «et up, 
but this too is tentative. The 


square foot total is 242,420. 


At the present time, the 


academic area is up for 27,000 
square feet of space. This 
includes the health occupations 
rooms and 27 general class- 
rooms. 


Business and distributive edu- 


cation has 17,900 square feet 
allocated, but there is some 
thought that perhaps the admin- 
istrative unit of 4,500 square 
feet could be connected to this 
to make the data processing 
system available to the students 
as well as the administration. 


About 32,600 square feet have 


been allowed for the resource 
center, which includes the li- 
brary, TV control center, 10 
teacher offices, general offices, 
conference room* and coordina- 
tors' offices.

rooms. 


The proposed student center, 


with 33,900 square feet, would 
include a lecture-demonstration 
area, seating about 325, a child 
day care area, clothing labor- 
culinary arts (cafeteria-student 
lories, student services and 
culinary arts (cafeteria-student 
lounge). 


The biggest building would be 


for trades and industry area 
which has 60,900 square feet.

Romney on Parochial Education 


There has been considerable reaction, 


particularly from Roman Catholics, over 
Gov. George Romney's proposal that paro- 
chial and other private schools abandon 
efforts at secular education and concen- 
trate on part-time classes in religious and 
moral instruction. But a glance at the 
situations in many parishes in this area 
indicates that this is a trend, for financial if 
not ideological reasons. Further, the grow- 
ing opposition to increased school costs, 
hinted by voter rejections of bonds for 
building purposes, is another sign that 
there will be considerable resentment of 
efforts to extend state aid to parochial 
schools. 


The board of education at Neenah just 


tamed down a request from St Mary's 
Roman Catholic Church for a program of 
shared time because of its dubious constitu- 
tional status although such a program has 
been operating at Kimberly for a number 
of years. A new parish in Appleton didn't 
even try to get a parochial school going but 
instead has arranged a series of home 
meetings for both youngsters and adults in 
religious instruction and its relation to the 
world. An Allouez parish is having a 
referendum to determine whether to keep 
its school going. Almost all parochial 
schools have been gradually 
dropping 


classes, either at lower elementary levels or 
in. junior high. 


Reactions from some opponents to 


Governor Romney s proposal undoubtedly 
come because of the campaign for increas- 
ed state aids to private institutions. But 


since the public schools themselves must 
still rely on the burdensome property tax, 
it is unlikely that state aids to private 
schools will be coming in the near future. 


We have always favored the institution 


of private scho«ls, both secular and 
religious, on the grounds that they offered 
parents something of a choice — although 
one narrowed by financial or denomina- 
tional aspects — and also served both to 
stimulate and hold in check the philoso- 
phies and programs of the public schools. A 
considerable amount of innovation and 
experimentation has come from the private 
schools, particularly in the last two dec- 
ades. But increased enrollments have 
meant the religious members were not able 
to carry the teaching load and parochial 
schools have had to compete in the market 
place for qualified lay teachers. The 
financial burden upon families and parish- 
es has often become too great 


Few church officials would argue that 


certain subjects, such as mathematics and 
languages,' must be taught from a partic- 
ular denominational point of view. Since 
a prime need in the nation today is a re- 
new and enunciation of religious and moral 
values, it would appear that the religious 
institutions would do best to put their em- 
phasis on the area in which they are most 
qualified. 


We suggest that Governor Romney was 


merely proposing something which a large 
number of Americans of many denomina- 
tions have quietly considered themselves. 


Washington and the States 


One of the major reasons for the 


increasingly dangerous crisis in the financ- 
ing of the myriad structure of state and 
local governments in the United States is 
that the national government has preempt- 
ed such huge shares of the public revenues 
that the states and their localities could 
otherwise now be tapping. 


More and more of the careful students 


of public affairs, accordingly, are swinging 
toward the view that state and local 
government as we have known them can 
survive the painful pressures under which 
they operate only if they are permitted to 
have a share of the enormous revenues of 
the federal treasury. They receive substan- 
tial amounts of such funds now. of course. 
But the federal assistance program is 
divided into such a multiplicity of cate- 
gories, administered by such a confounding 
and voluminous list of national agencies 
and bureaucrats, and is surrounded with so 
many conditions and requirements, that in 
the view of the typical home town official, 
it is a virtually impenetrable maze. At a 
recent conference of governors, it was 
related that there are now no less than 400 
separate, categorical aid programs in 
Washington. What mayor, or even gov- 
ernor, could conceivably maintain a full 
awareness of such an endless list of funds 
and the requirements to qualify for grants 
from them, without keeping at his side a 
small army of accountants, attorneys and 
others? For the head of a smaller unit of 
government such as the village or small 
city, the task of keeping informed about 
the availability and the qualifications for 
such a huge number of programs is 
virtually impossible.

Fidel Castro celebrated the tenth anni- 


versary of his coming to power early this 
month and it would be a good idea for the 
United States to review our relations with 
the Communist island in the Caribbean. 


Communism hss been no great success 


story in Cuba. Castro has failed to develop 
other strong industrial or agricultural 
products so that he still has to rely upon 
the sugar crop and it was down this year. 
However, it was a poor year in most Latin 
American countries and Castro's failure in 
that area is no worse than those of all his 
predecessors. There is some difference 
since the United States no longer pays a 
premium price for Cuba's sugar and the 
Russians are not quite as generous as we 
once were. But Castro's aim of a ten million 
ton crop may become a reality in 1970 
although the 1968 crop was only 5.5 million 
tons. 


Much of the increase in agricultural 


work is being done by youthful "volun- 
teers," young men and women who are 
bussed to the fields during their time off 
from other jobs or studies. The middle 
class has just about disappeared. There is 
food rationing. Exiles whom Castro permits 
to leave — usually only the old and the 
very young — continue to board freedom 
flights for tne United States. 


But it does not appear anymore that 


there is any real activity in trying to throw 


larger cities, or to the states, by the 
national government is rapidly gaining 
adherents. There is a danger of over- 
simplification of the issue. No Congress is 
likely to be willing to hand out huge sums 
to states and localities with no strings 
attached, because of the possibility that the 
local officials might spend such money 
irresponsibly, or for purposes with which 
the national government is not in accord. 
The reluctance of some of the southern 
states to achieve literal and full integration 
of the races in their school systems is 
perhaps the most easily comprehended 
illustration of the difficulty. 


Yet there must be found a middle 


ground between the extremes, between the 
smothering red tape requirements of the 
present federal grants-in-aid system, and 
the dangers of unrestricted channelling of 
national tax funds into the hands of local 
politicians. The search for such an accept- 
able formula must be one of the major 
goals of the Nixon administration. 


Currently there is building, according 


to all appearances, genuine support for a 
program of diverting a modest two per cent 
of federal revenues for the relief of the 
financial plight of the states and many 
localities. The effect could be illustrated 
with Wisconsin as an example. Such a 
modest release of federal funds would 
probably produce as much as $150,000,000 
a year for this state, or enough to surmount 
its state treasury financial crisis in this 
biennium, with perhaps enough left over 
for the sizeable assistance in financing 
their local needs that have been dramatized 
lately by the Alliance of Cities in Wiscon- 
sin, among others. 


Castro out except among refugees in Miami 
and New York. Despite the American 
sponsored economic boycott, which very 
few countries honor any more, the Cuban 
populace has not risen up against Castro. 
His greatest threat in this hemisphere is 
trying to export his revolution to Latin 
American countries which so far have 
failed to solve their own economic, political 
and social problems and where peasant 
resentment continues to grow. But the 
death of Che Guevara and most of his band 
in Bolivia set back revolutionary move- 
ments, at least those sponsored by Havana. 


Other Latin American nations, except 


for Mexico, have attempted to isolate Cuba 
because of the revolutionary activities. But 
isolation may not be any longer the best 
course of action. For one thing, it is 
impossible since France, Great Britain and 
Canada have ignored the blockade. And it 
seems more likely to encourage the Cuban 
fervor for communism since Castro has 
managed to survive his economic mistakes, 
the Bay of Pigs attacks and the disfavor of 
the United States. 


The incoming Nixon Administration is 


not handicapped by ties to the last two 
Democratic ones in its relations to Cuba. 
This could be a good time to review our 
policies and whether they are realistic and 
sound at this time.

Sometimes it takes a long 


time to get over the results — 
and some big-tipped, high-fly- 
ing stocks (and the people who 
buy them) never do. 


In 1929 the Dow-Jones indus- 


trial average reached a peak 
of 381. Then came the night- 
marish October crash, follow- 
ed by the depression. The Dow 
hit a bottom of 41 in 1932, the 
deepest it dropped into the 
black pit. It took 25 years for 
stocks to corne back to the 
level of 1929. 
APOLLO-LIKE INFLATION 


World War II came and 


went. The inflation zoomed up 
like Saturn 5 and Apollo 8. We 
had abandoned gold converti- 
bility. We had devalued the 
dollar. But not until 1954 did 
stock averages finally recover. 
At last the Dow topped 400. 


Even so. the market showed 


that the same old unexpected 
quicksand always remained. In 
just the first six months of 
1962 the market dropped $116 
billion, swift and murderous as 
a flung knife. 


On February 9, 1966, - 


three years ago — the market 
on the New York Stock Ex- 
change nudged the mystic 
1.000 in the Dow average. It 
closed that day (still unequall- 
ed) at 995.15. Then the egg hit 
the fan. The market staged 
one of the most horrendous 
drops in history. Dropping like 
Roscoe. the 1,200-pound diving 
horse at Atlantic City, the 
market fell a fuH 250 points in 
only six months to a low of 744 
by October 7. 


The next year saw Wall 


Street beginning to break the 
volume records (since sur- 
passed) by the biggest volume 
in the exchange's 175-year 
history. The daily business of 
Wall Street's biggest broker- 
age house often exceeded two 
million shares but. actually, 
only four of the 39 stocks used 
in the Dow averages reached a 
new high in 1967. The 1968 
churning in the creamery like- 
wise was terrific. But the 
market has still to recover to 
where it was three years ago. 
For, although often forgotten, 
there is a seller for every buy- 
er. 


Priced Based on Profits 
The stock market usually 


adjusts fairly accurately to the 
profit o u t l o o k . Ultimately, 
prices respond to earnings, 
yields a n d prospects. But 
prices are made by supply and 
demand, not values. Values 
change if conditions change, 
and the market in any case is 
always anticipating the future, 
not reflecting the present. 


It mirrors the hopes and 


fears of worldwide millions. If 
the worldwide millions want 
money or anything else more 
than stocks, or if uncertainty 
grips them, the law of supply 
and demand overrides every- 
thing. There is no such word 
as "intrinsicany" in the stock 
market. And the one and only 
absolute certainty in Wall 
Street is the certainty of 
surprise. 


So, once again in 1969 it will 


add up to the same thing: 
Making money in the market 
is very difficult — very — 
over the long haul, and it is 
never made (for long) by 
those who leap before they 
look.

Strictly Personal 
Revolutions Do Not 
Transform a Culture

It is a melancholy fact of 


history that revolutions take 
on the color of the regimes 
they overthrow. The French 
and Russian revolutions are 
nearly perfect examples of 
this: Oppression was not elim- 
inated, it merely passed into 
different hands. 


The new movements of re- 


volt in American society seem 
not to understand that a 
culture can be changed only in 
an evolutionary way; if we get 
a c omplete bouleversment, 
then there is merely a transfer 
of power, not a sharing of 
power. 


The real problem of power 


is that of authoritarian per- 
sonalities, who tend to rise in 
any system, left, right or 
center. The men who get into 
office, form committees, run 
things, engage in vanguard 
activities, are more similar 
than they are different, what- 
ever their differing ideologies. 
With few exceptions, they are 
aggressive, sadistic and power- 
oriented. 


But Society can no longer 


tolerate such people, of what- 
ever political complexion, for 
the realities of the nuclear age 
(in which aggression may be 
equated with race suicide) 
demand personalities that are 
c o nciliatory, self-actualizing, 
and value-oriented. 


Ever since Plato enunciated 


the proposition that "the only 
men fit to be given power arc 
those who do not crave it," the 
human race has been strug- 
gling with the paradox of 
leadership and responsibility. 
The average- man docs not 
want to accept responsibility 
for decisions in the public 
area; and those who do want 
the responsibility usually want 
it for reasons that are inlmic- 
aWe to the long-ring* welfare 
of Mdttjr. 


The problem of the authori- 


tarian personality cute acromt 
the whole spectrum of political 


beliefs. Leaders out of power 
are always for "justice." for 
"humaneness," for "liberty." 
and all such virtuous abstrac- 
tions, once in power, however. 
they increasingly find excuses 
and rationalizations for injus- 
tice, inhumanity and repres- 
sion. Marx's noble idea was

flawed by Lenin's pragmatism, 
and shattered by Stalin's bru- 
tal wickedness, and it could 
not have been otherwise. 


Politics is not merely a 


matter of morals, as we are 
grudgingly beginning to recog- 
nize; it is also a matter of 
psychology. Movements are 
begun by those who like to 
dominate others, and even a

cause

done by the sado-aggressive 
personalities who take com- 
mand of it. 


"The scrupulous and the 


just," said Conrad, "the noble, 
humane and devoted natures;

McCarthy, who became a ma- 


jor contender for the Democrat- 
ic presidential nomination on 
the strength of his opposition to 


the war, decided to give up 
seat after the committee mem- 
bership was cut from 19 to 15. 


The cutback, which had the 


support of Fulbright, left the 
Democrats with no vacancies 
and apparently barred McGee 
an outspoken hawk, from re- 
turning to the committee.
